ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. $1.—The trial of 
the 169 members of the first duma who signed 
the Viborg manifesto today resulted in éhe 
conviction of 167 of them. These were sen- 
tenced to three months’ imprisonment. The 
sentence carries with it the loss of all politi- 
cal rights. Two of the accused men were 
acquitted on the ground they had signed the 
manifesto under misappréhension. 

M. Ramischwill, who already has seryed 
more than three months’ imprisonment, will 
be immediately set free. Unless an appeal 
from the decision of the court is taken the 
sentence of the others will take effect be- 
ginning Jan. 20.

BANNER YEAR OF PHILANTHROPY. 

1907 is the banner year ef philenthropy. 
The total benefactions by donation and 
bequest to educational institutions, chari- 
ties of various kinds, religious objects, 
museums, art galleries, municipal im- 
provements, — and libraries amount to the 
extraordinary total ot 8149, 908, 180. The 
total for 1901 of about 8124, 000,000 is 
the only one that can be said even to 
approach ft. Of this great sum about 
$108,000,000 has been given outright and 
$42,000,000 left by io Education has 
296; museums, art „ ete, 817, 
247 400; religious objects, $10,343,872 
and libraries, $2,948,000. Of the total 
amount foilteen persons have given about 
$108,000,000, and 185 women have con- 
tributed $30,744,461. 

The three leaders in this generous work 
are John D. Rockefeller, Mrs. Russell 
Sage, and Andrew Oarnegie, in the order 
with 
about $45,000,000, - ‘the. principal item 
‘being $82,000,000 given to the genera] 
board of uca tion. Mre. Russell Sage 
began her ttions in the last six months 
of 1906, after the death of her husband. 
During that half year she gave away 
about a million dollars, but in 1907 she

sum ($10,000,000) being for the Sage 
Charitable foundation. Mr. Oarnegie 
takes third placé, his total falling a Mttle 
below Mrs. Sage’s and the principal item 
being $8,000,000 to the Carnegie: institute.

The political 
world has lost M. Casimir-Perier, ex-pres- 
ident of France; Count Lamsdorff, the 
Russian ex-minister of foreign affairs and 
one of the most accomplished of that em- 
pire’s state officials; Karl Blind, the Ger- 
man agitator and reformer; Russell A 
Alger, ‘secretary of war during the Span- 
ish-American campaign; Galusha. A. Grow, 
ex-speaker of the house and author of the 
homestead bill and er useful legisla- 
tion; and the ve Senator Morgan of 
Alabama. 

Several great N have passed 
away, among them Prof. Ernst von Be-z- 
mann of Germany; Sir Henry Baker, thé 
English engineer who invented the pnen- 
matie shield; Prof. Alexander J. Herschel, 
third in the line of famous astronomers 
of that name; Prof. Angelo Heilprin, and 
Sir William Thompson (Lord Kelvin), 
whose distinguished service to the world 
has earned him enduring fame and burial 
among the great in Westminster abbey. 

The religious world has lost the Rev. 
Dr. Henry M. Field, who gained a wide- 
spread reputation as clergyman, author, 
and editor: Henry S. Olcott, who began 
life as a journalist and ended it as presi- 
dent of the Theosophical society; Dr.

Apropos of King Oscar, it is not generally 
known that if King Frederick is today on the 
throne of Denmark it is in a great measure 
owing to King Oscar. In 1862, when the 
great powers met in congress to determine 
the succession to the throne of Denmark, 
Oscar was the Danish favorite—t@at is to 
say, he was the prince whom King Freder- 
ick VIII: wished to have for his heir, a choice 
universally approved by the Danish people. 

His candidature to the crown of Denmark 
was strongly supported by Napoleon III.. 
who regarded him as a near relative (Os- 
car's mother was a Beauharnais and a niece 
of Queen Hortense) and who also realized 
the advantage which there would be to 
France in having a Gascon dynasty not only 
on the thrones of Sweden and Norway but 
also upon thet of Denmark. 

Oscar was at the time a third son. His 
father, Oscar I., son of that Field Marshal 
Bernadotte who became king of Sweden, 
was still alive and on the throne, 

The elder of his two brothers, Crown Prince 
Charles, who was afterward to succeed to 
the crown of Sweden and Norway as Charles 
XV., had just married, and there was no 
reason to believe that he would not have a 
large family of children. 

The other brother, Gustave, who wag sub- 
sequently killed by a fall from his horse, 
was a dashing and handsome cavalry officer. 


— 


Oscar’s prospects of becoming ruler of 

Sweden and of Norway were therefore some- 
what_remote, and the teniptation to accept 
the proffered place of crown dine of Den- 
mark was therefore great. 
It was a sense ot chivalry more than any- 
thing else that Jed him, much to the disgus: 
of King Frederick of Denmark and of Na- 
poleon III., to withdraw at the last moment 
his candidature in favor of Prince Christian 
of Schleewig-Holstein Ghucksburs, a Ger- 
man prince, one of the younger sons of Duke 
William of Schleswig-Holstein Gluckeburg, 
and who, with a large family, had little be- 
yond his pay as a cavalry captain. 

Of course, from the point of view of hered- 
ity, the rights of Christian as a member of 
the house of Schleswig-Holstein to the throne 
of Denmark were superior to those of Oscar. 

But the latter was the choice of the Danish 
people, of the then Danish king, and had the 
backing of Napoleon III.,.then one of the 
most powerful monarchs in Europe.

wert, and, above all, for the necessities of 
Prince Christian, caused Oscar to step aside, 
and it was the remémbrance of this for- 
bearance on bis part that caused him to re- 
sent so bitterly the action of Christian three 
years ago in permitting his grandson, Prince 
Charles of | mark, to accept the 

of Norway, ch had just been wrested 
from his head. 
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Oscar even charged the late King Christian 
with having played an active role in en- 
gineering the circumstances which brought 
about the separation of Norway from Swe- 
den and the election of a Danish prince to 
the Norwegian throne, and regarded it as 
but a sorry return on the part of Christian 
for his own generosity toward him in 1852. 

This is a forgotten bit of history, which was 
well known fifty years ago, but which, though 
recalled by the late King Oscar in private 
conversations during the last two years of 
his reign, and which, known to a number 
of Scandinavian statesmen and writers, not- 
ably old Bjornstjerne Bjornson (who dis- 
cussed the matter with King Oscar on more 
than one occasion), has been lost sight of in 
the descriptions of the career of the late king 
of Sweden and in the discussions abroad 
of the situation created since 1905 in Scan- 
dinavia by the development of Norway into 
an independent kingdom. 

Let me add that Oscar figured in literature 
under the pen name of Oscar Fredrik.“ 
and that one of his most important and ear- 
liest works was that on the influence of sea

N. R. Pritchard, Secretary of City De- 
partment, Edits Publication Which 
Deals with Public Health.

SCHOOLS NEED TWO FLOORS 
OF PROPOSED CITY HALL 


President Schneider Writes That Al- 


Be Entirely Inadequate. - 


An indication of the development planned 
for the Chicago school system within the 
next three years was given yesterday by 
President Schneider of the board of educa- 
tion. He sent a letter to the architects of 
the proposed new city hall, saying that the 
school) board needs two floors instead of one 
in the new building. and that the apportion- 
ment of 30,000 square feet will be entirely 
inadequate. 

The letter says in part: 

“ Aside from the fact that our present 
force of district euperintendents is too small 
and may be increased at any time to ten or 
fifteen, there is a probability in the near fu- 
ture that we will need additional space for 
supervisors of industrial schools, for trade 
schools, and for commercial departments. 
These are matters which are looming up be- 
fore us now, and the only reason why they 
have not come to a realization sooner was the 
deficiency in our finances.”

Several months ago negotiations with 
France were proceeding so satisfactorily 
that it was belleved an agreement could be 
signed fn the fall.

ment had to be deferred. It was appreciatdd 
that the Frerch were bluffing to a large er- 
tent, but there was danger they would pre- 
clpitate a tariff war and ifjure the sale of 
American products. They declined to ae- 
cept the certificate of inspection as proof of 
the purity and soundness of American meats, 
theugh they knew tHis guarantee, in part, 
was determined upon for the * of aid- 
ing the sale of American meats abroad 

The French ambassador protested repeat- 
‘ edly against the- exclusion of. French peas by 
this country, insisting that the chemicals 
used to preserve’ them were not injurious to 
health, as claimed by the American experta 
He asserted that France had a pure food law 
as stringent in character as is the American 
pure food law. What was true of the French 
peas, he claimed. was true of the other 
French food imports also subjected to criti- 
cism by the American inspectors. 

A dispute arose as to the valuation of 
French china. The French government as- 
serted that the appraisal made in New York 


‘was excessively high and that the French 


importers were compelled to pay an ad vai- 
orem duty based upon fictitious valuation.

The state department declined to make the 
agreement determined upon today perma- 
nent in character, but expressly declared 
that the champagne concession should be 
withdrawn at the discretion of the president 
whenever additional duties beyond those now 
existing and which might be deemed by him 
as unjuet to American commerce should be 
imposed by Franee. 

A similar provision was included in the 
reciprocity agreement with France made in 
1898, all provisions of which stillstand. By 
that agreement France obtained all the bene- 
fits of section 3 of the Dingley law, with the 
exception of champagne and sparkling wines, 
In return the United State’ eecured the mine 
imum rates on a number of articles, including 
canned meats, fresh table frults, dried or 
pressed fruits, common woods; paving 
blocks, hops, manufactured and prepared 
pork meats and lard and its compounds. 

A few days ago Secretary Root signed ¢ 
reciprocity agreement with the British am- 
baseador. Under that agreement paintings, 
paste:s, pen and ink drawings, and statuary 
will be admitted to the United States at the 
lower rate of duty provided by section 3. In 
return the British government has agreed to 
admit samples of American goods. These 
samples heretofore have been held practical- 
ly im bond. The concession is an important 
one to American business houses.

“The report that I, as ambassador to the 
United States, had deem recalled by my gov- 
ernment, and the intimation that the ac- 
tion was taken because I am too friendly to 
the United States, is all wrong. I am not 
recalled and officially I stin am the Japan- 
ese ambassador to the United States. I 
simply am summoned by my government to 
Tokio, to make a verbal and persona! report. 
Shall I be recalled or shall I return to your 
country? That is what I do not know. Our 
system of government is different from your 
own, and whether I am sent back to the 


| United States is for my sovereign to decide.

It 
was a case of too hard training 
right up to ‘the last moment Kelly 
did grand work, and I feel. certain when the two 
men meet at 168 pounds Kelly will win decisively.

Activity in Tron and Steel. 


The year in the steel and tron industry 
was in full full teenies with the wonderful show- 
ing made in 1906, when all previous records 


maintained their previous remarkable show- 
ing out oftown. The great plants of Chicago 


froces during the period of financial unrest, 
and it is believed that = will continue 
to do so indefinitely. 

The constructing of enormous works at 
Gary continued unabated and those in au- 
thority give reasonable promise that the 
work will be pushed as rapidly as poseible to 
completion. The general showing made by 
the United States Steel corporation was 
highly satisfactory, its financial statements 
being most gratifying. When completed it is 
expected that the works at Gary will produce 
approximately 8,000,000 tons of steel a year. 
The leading plants have orders booked for 


months ahead. 


The great steel and fron plants have been 
unusually free of strike troubles, and wages 
have been kept on.a satisfactory basis. 


Enormous Qutput of Coal. 

The closeness with which the coal industry 
is allied with the steel and iron plants is not 
dificult to confprehend. ‘Frederick B. 
Saward, the eastern authority on the coal 
industry, — noted that the United 

8 is mining more than 1,000,000 tons of 
coal aday. He said: 

The year 1907 is a record one for coal 
production of all kinds, and particularly is 
tnis shown in the output of bituminous coal, 
which will aggregate a volume that would 
have been unthought of, say, even five years 
ego. Here we are with over 1,000,000 tons a 
day put out of the mines, and until a few 
weeks ago there was not enough to go 
around. A few facts in regard to the soft 
coal trade of this country are of more than 
passing interest at this time.

Increase Steadily Continues. 


Since 1696 the morease in tonnage has 
been constant, save for a standstill in 1904, 


and hes amounted m all to 230,000,000 tons, 


and has nearly trebled the tonnage in ten 
years. The bituminous trade may now be 
said to be six times as large in volume as 
the anthracite business. It is three times 
as great now as it was no further back than 
1894 and five times az great as in 1888. 

The 1907 output will be as great as the 
total production for all years prior to 1874, and 
adding the output of 1906 and 1907 we have 


a tonmage equal to all the business prior to 
1882. 


“ Soaroély less noticeable than the volume 
of the bituminous business is the concen- 
tration of control, so that now a score or 
more companies l a tonnage equal to 
fully one-third of all the soft coal used in 
the United States, and as to the utilization 
of bituminous coal there appears no rea- 
son, despite the large increase in tonnage, 
to change the assertion of a few years back 
that nearly one-half of the whole output, 
aside from that exported or used for coke 
making, is used by the railway and steam 
navigation companies of the United States 
and Canada.” 

It is estimated that in 1907 the, receipts 
of coal at Chicago exceeded those of the 
previous twelve months by about 1,000,000 
tons. Prices were well maintained for all 
descriptions. Good prices obtained the 
greater part of the year. 

Expansion of Chicago Trade. 

The firat eight months of the year wit- 
nessed enormous trade in dry goods, boots, 
shoes, clothing, and millinery. The final 
quarter saw some letup in the general vol- 
ume, due to the inability to get the neces- 
sary funds. The year as a whole, however, 
was gratifying to all branches of the trade. 

A notable feature of the year was the big 
expansion of the Chicago business in the 
southwest. Kareas City and St. Louis are 
said to have been r sufferers from 
the more active invasion of Chicago in their 
field. It is conservatively estimated that 
the general dry goods business showed an 
increase of 10 per cent over that of the 
previous year, a record that is considered ex- 
cellent in view of the difficulty in obtaining 
ready money with which to conduct business. 
The trade enjoyed a much better demand for 
the higher grade fabrics, it being considered 


indicative of the prosperity of the farmers.

In order to facilitate movement and to cur- 
tail expenses of shipping, great quantities 
of lumber are moved directly from the tim- 
ber regions to the ultimate point of des- 
tination, not being handled in this city. It 
is said by men familiar with general! cond!- 
tions that the amount of lumber thus shipped 
in 1907 was much an excess of the enormous 
quantities handled in 1906. Although the 
periods of dullnése in building witnessed the 
shading of prices for the softer grades, 
profits as a whole were satisfactory to inter- 
ests engaged in the industry. Conservative 
men estimated that the 1907 business In lum- 
ber and shingles was between 10 and 15 
per cent better than that of the previous 


year, 

Much new buillding ts begun or contemplat- 
ed in and about Chicago, and it is expected 
that at least the first half of the year will 
gee general activity well maintained. The 
great season of building naturally created 
a big demand for hardware of all descrip- 
tions, as well as for window glass. Both 
the hardware and glass industries surpassed 
in a satisfactory degree the splendid show- 
ings of 1906. Prices all along the line were 
gratifying to the trade in general. 

Many Commercial Autos Sold. 

When the “ alarmists” set up the cry of 
“hard times” a few months ago it was pre- 
dicted that the automobile industry would be 
one of the greatest sufferers. It perhaps is 
true that the demand for the pleasure cars 
suffered to some extent, but the buying of 
commercial machines was of such character 
as to fill the breasts of the manufacturers 
and dealers with joy. The number of com- 
“mercial cars disposed of at the leading auto- 
mobile shows of the country, and especially 
at the Chicago exhibition, wae surprisingly 


not stop at the price, most of the cars dis- 
posed of being the most expensive makes. 

The year as a whole perhaps wae a little 
better than 1906, and all dealers expressed 
satisfaction at their showings, The enlarg- 
ing of several of the more extensive automo- 
bile plants ig taken to Indicate the makers’ 
belief that the industry will for a good part 
of the year at least keep pace with the esplen- 
did results obtained in the past. 

The American automobile is becoming 
more generally ueed abroad, and govern- 
ment representatives say that the fleid for 
improvement is practically unlimited Japan 
took liberally of the lighter cars in 1907, as 
did South American countries. The consuls 
express confidence that with a little more en- 
deavor and a trimming of the cost of manu- 
facture and shipping the foreign fleid will 
produce surprising results to American guto- 
mobile manufacturers 


Vehicle Trade Is Prosperous. 


One of the leading wagon and carriage 
manufacturers is on record as declaring 
that his concern sold 40 per cent more ve- 
hicles in 1907 than it did in 1906. Others fix 
the increases all the way from 10 to 25 per 
oent. It isa considered significant that the 
class of vehicles sold to farmers was better 
than that disposed of the previous twelve- 
month. 

“As in many other instances,” gaid a 
maker, the farmer has demanded the best 
makes of buggies and wagons, ce en 
plainly to me that he is more 
than ever before. It would be surprising po 
know that the best classes of light wagons 
are being asked for by in the less 
fertile sections of the coufitry. The more 
valuable agricultural regions are demanding 
the best that we can turn out, and they do not 
haggle over the prices asked. 

Ot course the buggy business nas suffered 
from the invasion of the automobile, but it 
has not been injured as much as one might 
suppose. We have a surprisingly large num- 
‘ber of orders booked for early 1908 shipment, 
and the few months of financial unrest 
were not ft by the trade. In the case of 
us, the business has been picking up since 
October. e indications are that 1908, as a 
‘whole, will bring satisfactory resulta to the
